Dave will make a spreadsheet of the people's choice award ballot email addresses. 

Audience? We should try to get a sense of our audience to our events, so that we can use this 
data for grants and other initiatives in the future. 

Amy Hoff, Amy Goldstein, Susan Doctorow, Mona Mandal, and Louise Dinsmore have 
volunteered to take on the Chairful program for 2016. 

An idea is to have the event be only one or two days, rather than three days long. This would 
solve the pick-up issue. Another idea is to introduce the auction for the first night.

• Arlington Public Art inventory: Will Sullivan is the new intern for ACAC (Arlington Commission on 
Art and Culture) and he is putting together an inventory of public art so that we have a record to 
contact people and so that we know what materials are involved for maintenance and 
restoration. 

• Kevin has donated the Swan for 2 years, until 2016. More discussion should take place so that it 
becomes a more permanent feature. Cost of the purchase of Kevin Duffy's swan of $6000. 
Suzanne McLeod, artist of the Mastodon from Art Rocks Spy Pond exhibition went to the 
Historical Society and they said they would exhibit it but not buy it. The cost of the Mastodon is 
$500. These discussions need to be carried on this coming year, and it should be on the agenda.
